for  Deferred  Giving

he  College  has  chosen  the  State  Street  Bank 
and  Trust  Company  to  serve  as  trustee  of  the 
new  Pooled  Income  Fund. 


A  Pooled  Income  Fund,  often  described  as  a 
"charitable  mutual  fund,"  is  created  to  receive 
commingled  gifts  from  a  number  of  donors. 
Individual  donors  receive  steady  annual  income 
consistent  with  current  yields  based  upon  their 
share  of  the  total  assets  of  the  fund. 

Donors  use  the  Pooled  Income  Fund  to 
assign  gifts  to  the  College  which  will  transfer  at  a 
later  date,  and  to  give  gifts  beyond  what  they  are 
able  to  give  on  an  outright  basis  because  they 
retain  an  annual  income  from  the  Fund.  This 
method  of  giving  involves  a  minimum  of 
paperwork  and  legal  complications. 

A  gift  to  the  fund  may  enable  you  to  increase 
your  annual  income,  eliminate  potential  capital 
gains  taxes,  and  reduce  estate  taxes.  The  benefits 
are  particularly  attractive  if  you  donate  securities 
which  have  appreciated  in  value.  However,  tax- 
exempt  investments  are  not  allowed  in  a  pooled 
income  fund.

NEWENCO's 
Role  In  China 


Drs.  Larry  Clausen,  David  Heath  and  Guang-Ji  Wang 

attended  the  First  Meeting  of  the  hiternational  Advisory 
Board  of  China's  National  Optometry  Center  held 
September  22-24  in  Beijing,  China.  The  meeting  was 
sponsored  by  Vistakon  (Johnson  &  Johnson).  There  were 
16  international  attendees  (10  from  the  United  States,  4 
from  Australia,  1  from  Switzerland,  1  from  Hong  Kong) 
and  about  40  Chinese  attendees  from  the  Ministry  of 
Public  Health  and  Ministry  of  Education  and  major 
medical  universities,  colleges  and  hospitals. 

For  this  prominent  international  meeting,  the  College 
took  charge  of  organizing  international  delegations  and 
acting  as  the  liaison  to  the  Chinese  organizer.  This  is  due 
to  NEWENCO's  role  as  the  sister  college  of  Wenzhou 
Medical  College.  Drs.  Heath  and  Wang  organized  details 
of  the  meeting  with  Dr.  Jia  Qu  of  the  Chinese  delegation. 

International  chairman  Dr.  Clausen  co-chaired  the 
meeting  with  the  Chinese  Chairman,  Dr.  Shi-Yuan  Zhang, 
who  is  also  chairman  of  the  Chinese  Ophthalmology 
Association.  The  meeting  focused  on  three  major  issues: 
Optometry  Education,  Regulation,  and  Research.  In  each 
section,  there  were  two  international  speakers  and  two 
Chinese  speakers  followed  by  group  discussions.  The 
groups  worked  towards  identifying  key  issues  for  the  study 
of  optometry  in  China's  future.  The  Minister  of  Public

Health,  Dr.  Min-Zhang  Chen,  also  spoke  at  the  Meeting. 

The  goal  of  the  meeting  was  to  gather  advice, 
opinions,  and  recommendations  from  an  International 
Advisory  Committee  intended  to  guide  China  in  further 
developing  optometry,  and  in  building  visibility  and 
defining  the  role  of  the  National  Center.  The  goal  is  now 
closer  to  being  achieved.

More  than  20%  of  the 

people  in  the  United  States  are 
myopic  (or  near-sighted).  While  most  cases  of  myopia  can 
be  corrected  with  spectacles  or  contact  lenses,  a  significant 
number  of  people  develop  uncorrectable  vision  loss  due  to 
pathological  myopia,  an  excessive  enlargement  of  the  eye. 
This  is  the  seventh  most  frequent  cause  of  blindness  in  the 
U.S.  and  the  ninth  most  frequent  worldwide.  The  problem 
is  further  exacerbated  by  the  fact  that  the  prevalence  of 
myopia  is  rising  rapidly  in  Asia. 

The  new  staff  for  the  Center  join  several  faculty 
members  at  the  College  who  are  already  involved  in  this 
line  of  research.

Drs.  Jane  Gwiazda,  Richard  Held  and  Joseph  Bayer  of 
the  Infant  Vision  Laboratory,  which  is  presently  located  at 
MIT,  will  also  be  part  of  the  Myopia  Research  Center. 
This  laboratory,  currently  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Richard  Held,  is  the  preeminent  laboratory  for  the  study 
of  vision  in  young  children.  A  recent  focus  of  their  work 
has  been  the  study  of  progressive  myopia  in  a  large  group 
of  school-age  children  who  have  been  monitored  since 
infancy.  Dr.  Frank  Thorn,  director  of  research  at  the 
College,  has  worked  with  this  group  for  12  years  and  has 
investigated  myopia  in  both  animals  and  people.  In 
addition  to  these  appointments,  the  College  is  seeking  to 
add  a  molecular  biologist  to  the  research  center  team 
during  the  next  year. 

The  establishment  of  the  Myopia  Research  Center  and 
the  appointments  of  leading  scientists  in  the  field  assure 
that  The  New  England  College  of  Optometry,  which 
recently  celebrated  its  100th  anniversary,  is  poised  to  make 
a  significant  contribution  to  the  understanding  and 
prevention  of  myopia.

Dr.  Freddo's  Letter 

Recently  I  lectured  at  a  local  Veteran's  Hospital.  The 
reason  for  this  open  letter  is  to  share  with  you  the  sense  of 
pride  I  took  from  an  encounter  with  a  member  of  the 
hospital's  optometric  staff,  a  1992  graduate  of 
NEWENCO.  After  graduation,  this  graduate  completed  a 
residency  in  ocular  disease  management  with  a  renowned 
alumnus  and  classmate  of  mine.  Dr.  Murray  Fingeret. 

Why  am  I  so  proud?  Consider  what  this  recent 
graduate  does.  She  and  the  Chief  of  Optometry,  along 
with  two  residents  and  rotating  optometry  students,  are 
the  entire  eye  service  for  this  1,200  bed  hospital,  complet- 
ing close  to  6,000  optometric  visits  a  year.  There  is  no 
department  of  ophthalmology.  All  of  the  non-surgical  eye 
care  needs,  including  in-patient  and  ambulatory  eye  care, 
are  met  entirely  by  this  staff.  They  consult  on  the  wards  as 
full-fledged  members  of  the  medical  staff,  ordering  labs 
when  indicated  and  serving  on  key  hospital  committees. 
And  they  do  this  with  self  assured  confidence.  While  this  is 
only  one  model  of  optometric  practice,  it  is  clearly  a 
challenging  and  potentially  intimidating  one,  particularly 
for  a  young  graduate. 

As  we  celebrate  the  College's  100th  birthday,  I  think  it 
is  appropriate  to  reflect  on  just  how  far  we  have  come, 
graduating  such  a  well  prepared  and  dedicated  individual. 
Our  institution  can  be  justifiably  proud  of  recent  graduates 
such  as  this  young  optometrist.  Unfortunately,  singling  out 
such  exceptional  individuals,  particularly  in  the  medical 
arena,  can  mark  them  for  political  harassment.  It  is  for  this 
reason  alone  that  I  have  not  identified  the  graduate  or  the 
hospital.  But  her  initials  are  FF  and  for  those  who  trained 
her,  you  should  brim  with  pride.
